An informal question and answer ses- 
;ion made up the bulk of the Fall Student 
*orum on Tuesday, The University 
Center Theater played host to students 
md faculty with questions for LSUS 
idministraiors. 

Audience members targeted 
Chancellor John Darling for most of the 
brum. The Chancellor spoke at length 
ibout the Strategy 2000 Task Force and 
ts role in preparing LSUS for the coni¬ 
ng years. The Task Force will be tasked 
vilh establishing long-term goals for the 
Jniversity, and providing a plan for 
nee ting those goals. 

Darling went on to say that the recent 
Supreme Court ruling on desegregation 
n Louisiana higher education may not 
lave the intended effect. The ruling is 
lesigned to attract a more racially 
hverse student body to traditionally 
tomogenous colleges. 

The Chancellor said that the goal of 


the forum was to facilitate open dialogue 
between the administration and students. 

“ Dialogue on issues is extremely 
important in opening up channels of 
communication,” said Darling. 

Also discussed at the forum: 

•Budgeting restrictions on course 
offering by LSUS. 

• An articulation agreement to be 
signed with Southern University allow¬ 
ing easier transfer between the two, 

•Problems with and uses of the 
Proficiency Exam. 

• The cost to the University of unpaid 
deferred fees was estimated by Mr. Mike 
Ferrell, interim vice chancellor of busi¬ 
ness affairs to be around $300,000, 

• Dr. Gloria Raines, vice chancellor 
of student affairs, projected a small 
increase in enrollment. 

•Chief of University Police, Ronald 
Parker, estimated campus crime to be 
minor, 

• New programs at the UC cafeteria 
were outlined.

Noel Memorial Library 
goes on-line statewide

When the new Noel Memorial 
Library opened this semester, techno¬ 
logical study and research aids were 
made available to students and faculty 
for the first time at LSUS, 

The most obvious of these is 
LOUIS, Louisiana On-line University 
Information System. With the touch of 
a button, one can access the card cata¬ 
logs of twelve state universities. Each 
of these on-line public access catalogs 
has a code name. LSUS's catalog's 
name is MAVEN, 

Presently, MAVEN only contains 
the bibliographic information for about 
twenty-five percent of all the books in 
the Noel Memorial Library*. This 


includes bibliographic information for 
library materials received by the library 
since 1981, although some may have 
been printed before that time. Such 
information for books received from 
1967 to 1981 is still located in the old 
card catalogs. Bill Peters, reference 
librarian, said that it is because of tight 
funds that the entire catalog is not in 
MAVEN. The cost of convening such 
information for computer use is high. 
Peters said he did not know when 
MAVEN will be consolidated. 

Eventually, LOUIS will offer on¬ 
line catalogs for all local civic libraries, 
catalogs from some local K-12 schools 
and all universities in Louisiana. Peters 
predicted this will be a “tremendous 
resource."

The new NCR 68010 Based Unix 
System V R3 in the Business and 
Education computer lab is a multi-user 
computer, accessible by several students 
in the lab at one time and also by phone. 

Steve Noonan, a sophomore comput¬ 
er science major, is currently acting as 
the system administrator for the comput¬ 
er which was donated in early November 
to the Association of Computing 
Machinery and the Data Processing 
Management Association by Ben 
Broussard, an LSUS graduate. 

The plan for this computer is to be 
hooked up to replace the bulletin board. 
Currently, the bulletin board can be 
called from anywhere to send and 
receive mail, post club notices, and 
exchange programs, but only by one per¬ 
son at a time. 

“If the phone line was busy, you just 
had to keep trying," Noonan said. The 
new computer, called Pilot, should alle¬ 
viate this problem. 

Pilot is mainly for use by computer 
science students but can be accessible by 
anyone. 

“If you’re an LSUS student. I’ll set 
you up an account,” Noonan said. With 


an account you get a user name and pass¬ 
word to log into the system. There is no 
fee for this service. 

The hours for the BE 114 computer 
lab are now extended to include Sunday 


afternoon. 

The new hours are Monday through 
Thursday, 9 a.m.-3 p.m. and 6-9 p.m., 
Friday 9 a.m.- 12 p.m., and Sunday 1-6 
p.m. 


Kemp donates time, money to 
add “southern charm” to LSUS 1 * 3 4 5 6 7 8

Dr. George A, Kemp does not mind 
faculty and students at LSUS referring to 
him as Johnny Appleseed. He is proud 
of the nickname he received as chairman 
of the University Beautification 
Committee. 

“People will remember me as the man 
who planted the trees, not for all the psy¬ 
chological studies I have done; and that’s 
fine with me,” said Kemp. 

Kemp, who chaired the Psychology 
Department for 23 years, was appointed 
to the Beautification Committee in 1989 
by former chancellor Grady Bogue. The 
committee exists solely on money donat¬ 
ed by friends of the University. The 
Shreveport Rotary Club as well as 
Pioneer Bank aid the program which is 
also funded by faculty (both current and 
retired) and staff. 

Kemp not only donates his personal 
funds, but also his personal time to the 
committee. He estimates that he has 
spent in excess of 1,000 hours since 
1989 working on LSUS trees. 

Kemp treats the young live oak trees 
that frame our campus with kid gloves. 
The infant trees seen along the circular 


drive surrounding our campus require 
four gallons of water per week for their 
first two years of life. 

The majority of our live oaks have an 
individual story to tell. Kemp relishes in 
these stories and enjoys telling them. 
There is the tree on the south side of 
campus that was hit by a dnmk driver 
and is barely clinging to life. There is 
another planted by Girl Scouts; several 
from Kemp’s grandson and even a row 
laid out by LSUS Athletic Director Larry 
Rambin. Uniquely most of our live oaks 
are germinated from acorns off of one 
large live oak on campus at Texas A&M 
University* 

Unfortunately, many of the young 
trees have had a hard life* Scars left on 
them from maintenance crew weedeaters 
deform their shape and retard their 
growth. In all, 60 of the 361 trees plant¬ 
ed on campus have been replacement 
trees. Kemp fights for the young trees 
and gives them every chance to survive 
but will not let a tree that has died from 


sickness or disease stay up long* 

In 25 years Kemp expects LSUS to be 
covered with shade provide by our own 
live oaks. Much like the campus at Rice 
University in Houston, Kemp explains 
that the trees were selected to “add a lit¬ 
tle southern charm to the campus.” 

An excellent example of the scenic 
view students will see entering campus a 
quarter century from now is the view you 
can find on McCormick Street in the 
Highland area of Shreveport* In order to 
have the trees provide a little southern 
charm for future generations of students 
a little physical labor is needed now. 

With many of the trees due for their 
four year trimming, Dr. Kemp, faculty 
and the SGA are sponsoring a tree clip¬ 
ping day, Saturday, Nov, 19* Both fac¬ 
ulty and students are invited to help out, 
Kemp is hoping to see at least 50 volun¬ 
teers with their own pruning sheers and 
saws on campus from 9-11 a.m., to help 
shape LSUS* future.

In the past students complained of 
high prices in the Canteen. Matthews 
said she is still working on the problem, 
but she believes she has made progress. 

As a result of students 1 concern over 
price, Matthews began offering combo 
meals earlier this semester. She went to 
several fast-food restaurants surrounding 
the campus and decided to offer prices 
that would be competitive. 

A new program, implemented just 
two weeks ago, is Value Express. Cafe 


Canteen is now offering three value spe¬ 
cials every day: the combo meal, the 
grill special, and the chicken special, 

Matthews said two new programs will 
also be implemented in the next few 
weeks. Cafe Canteen will soon offer a 
hot plate and a healthy choice plate. The 
healthy choice plate will consist of a 
choice of fruits and vegetables. 

Earlier in the semester Matthews sug¬ 
gested the need for a student worker in 
the Cafe Canteen. Now, the idea is 
about to become reality, she said. The 
position will be open within the next 
month if all goes well. The student work¬ 
er would work during the rush hour, two 
hours a day or ten hours a week. 

Matthews said she is receptive to stu¬ 
dents needs; she wants to make sure stu¬ 
dents realize there is new management. 
A suggestion box will be placed in the 
cafeteria for students to respond to new 
programs, add suggestions, and vent 
complaints.

They say that there is nothing like 
Paris in the springtime, and now students 
can find this out first-hand. A group of 
LSUS students and alumni will leave 
Shreveport bound for France on March 
18, 1995 and return on March 26. 

White in Paris, students will see some 
of its most famous landmarks, including 
Notre Dame Cathedral, the Are de 
Triomphe, and the Eiffel Tower. A guid¬ 
ed tour of the Louvre and the Musee 
d'Orsay will also be part of the package, 
as well as a boat ride on the Seine River. 
The idea is to bring to life the rich artis¬ 
tic history of France. 

If that does not suit you, then maybe 
a summer cruise louring Greece and Italy 
does. Marilyn Gibson, retired director of 
international studies, will lead this 12- 
day cruise and give her insights into the 
historical and cultural significance of 


each port of call. 

Students and alumni will arrive in 
Athens on July 8, 1995 and will board 
the Royal Cruise Line’s Star Odyssey. 
From there, die ship will tour the Greek 
islands of Mykonos and Crete and Italy’s 
west coast. 

The cost of the Paris trip is $1,423 for 
students under 21 and $1,583 for those 
above. That includes round trip air fare 
from Shreveport, first class hotel accom¬ 
modations with private bath, and break¬ 
fast and dinner for each day, along with 
several excursions. A deposit of S4i0 
and a $60 fee should be sent to the Office 
of Alumni Affairs before December 1. 

The cruise costs $3,246, and that 
includes round trip air fare, all meals on 
board, and each evening’s entertainment. 
A deposit of $400 is due by March 1, 
1995, along with a $60 fee.

Telephone registration to 
continue through Dec. 2

Early registration for the Spring 
1995 semester began Nov. 7 and will 
continue through Dec. 2. 

Students wishing to register by tele¬ 
phone should attain a copy of the 
Spring Bulletin from their college or 
department or from the administration 
building. After consulting the student 
catalog and making a tentative sched¬ 
ule, students should then make an 
appointment to meet with their advisors 
as soon as possible. 

This month marks one year that 
LSUS has been using the telephone 
registration system, and any continuing 
student is eligible to register by phone. 
Although all students are no longer 
required to meet with an advisor before 
registering, Kathy Plante, registrar, 
said that it is still important for students 
be advised before they choose their 
classes. 

“Most conscientious students seek 
advisement, but it is important to meet 
with an advisor prior to registration for 
many reasons,” Plante said. “For one, 
they need to know if they have a regis¬ 
tration block and an advisor can help 
them find that out.” 

Plante said that blocks may be 
enacted for several reasons. If a student 


has changed his or her major during the 
semester or is in the College ol 
Business they will have an automatic 
registration block and must meet with 
an advisor before they register. Other 
reasons a student may have a block 
include academic difficulty, parking 
fines, overdue library books or failure 
to pay tuition from the previous semes¬ 
ter. 

“The most important reason for stu¬ 
dents to seek advisement is that they 
need to know that they’re on track and 
on the way to reaching a degree," 
Plante said. “Special interest classes 
are good to take, but that’s exactly 
what they are: special interests. 
Students only have room for a few 
electives, and we need to make sure 
that they are taking the courses they 
need and that they are taking them in 
the right order." 

“You could use the catalog for 
advisement, but if you make a mistake 
in scheduling, you'll have no-one to 
consult with. Also, advisors don’t sim¬ 
ply offer academic advisement but also 
career advisement," Plante said. 

Plante said that this year’s registra¬ 
tion process will be just like that of last 
year with one exception. In the past, 
students went to the administration 
building to pick-up their financial aid
